Indianapolis, Ind., April 1.—Charles Fin- 
lev, ex-secretary of state of Kentucky, for

MUCH DEPENDS ON COMING ELECTION 


Ability of the Cubans for Self Gov- | 


ernment Will Be Judged by 
Their Votes. 


Washington, Apri] 1—The sub-commit- 
tee of the senate, consisting of Senators 
Platt of Connecticut, Aldrich and Tellier, 
which went to Cuba for the purpose of 
personally investigating conditions on the 
island with a view to intelligent action 
by congress with respect to Cuba, has 
returned to Washington. Senator Platt, 
chairman of the sub-committee, tonight 
authorized the following statement con- 
cerning the sub-committee’s ooserva- 
thons:

We saw 
and conversed with u great many promi- 
nent and leading men from al] portions 
of the island, men who represented dif- 
ferent ideas and inte. ests, from intense 
conserviutis: to decided radicalism, 
and return with a much better under-

than we could possibly obtain otherwise 
than by a personaj visit. It may be said 
Of all classes in Cuba~that they are look- 
ing for tthe establishment ot an inde- 
pendent government, a Cuban repubiic.

The 
senator did not take the trouble to dis- 
cuss the constitutional phase of the 
,guestion; he did not take up the issue 
involved in the claim that conezre iS 
superior to the constitution and is not 
bound to respect any euarantees that 
the constitution may contain. On the 
contrary, he dealt with the question 
from the standpoint of common sense, 
common honesty. good faith 
and fair dealing. 

The proposition of the 
leaders may or may not be constitu- 
tional; congress may or may not have 
the technical right to impose burdens 
on these unfortunates who received 
army with open arms. and avowed al- 
legiance to the flae as soon as it was 
planted on their land. This is a 
matter to be considereil by the court of 
last resort: but the real question is 
whether we shall abide by the official 
pledges made to the Porto 
whether we shal! dea} honestly 
fairly with them, whethey we shall 
treat them as they deserve to be treat- 
ed, and as our history, traditions and 
institutions demand that they shall 
t ed. 

The question being a 
one, Senator Proctor, took as the text 
for his political sermon the recom- 
mendations of the president. and the 
declaration of the secretary of war. 
The president in his message to con- 
eress insisted that “our plain duty 
is to abolish the customs tariffs 
tween the United States Porto 
Rico and give her products free access 
to our markets.” In his annual re- 
port the secretary of war said that 
“the highest considerations of justice 
and good faith demand that we should 
not disappoint the confident 
tion of sharing in oly prosperity with 
which the peopvle of Porto Rico so 

_ gladly transferred their ailegiance 
the United States.” The secretary de- 
clared that “we should treat the in- 
terests of the people as our own,” and 
he added that he wished “most strong- 
ly to urge that the customs duti: ° 
tween Porto Rico and the United States 
be removed.” 

Senator Proctor called attention 
the strone terms emipioyed by the pres- 
ident and the secretary of war bet

There are said to be many such blind 
tigers Bs Atlanta. and every now and 
then the police make raids and diminish 
their number. There are more blind tigers 
on the Sabbath than on any other de 
because the open-eyed tigers are closed. 

The police calculate that three-fourths 
of the Sunday blind tigers are run by 
negro women. The whisky is bought by 
the gallon on Saturday nights and retail» 
ed on Sundays at considerable profit. Th® 
sales are made with the greatest secrecy 
and care, and’ in most instances onl)* 
“runners who are out for the business 
ure permitted to make purchases. 

The business is conducted in this way: 

A “runner” stands:‘about on the corners 
where thirsty citizens are known to hang 
out, and he approaches the person who 
has a dry, want-a-drink expression, and 
Says: 

“If you want some good whisky, I think 
I know where you can get it.’’ 

If the invitation is accepted the “run- 
ner’’ takes’ the money, | disappears _ ars 
“short! --fetuims” With the “whisky. The 
transaction ‘s made while a watchful e3* 
it kept for any policemen or detectives 
who might be in sight. 

The detectives sometimes use wh’ 
known as a stool pigeon, who is a person 
willing to go out and purchase whisky as 
a spotter for a small consideration. The 
stool pigeon usually shadows the “run- 
ner’’ and ascertains where he goes after 
the whisky. 

, 

As a general rule, stool pigeons ard 
not believed by judges unless their tes- 
timony is strongly corroborated, and this 
handicaps the spotting business very 
much. 

Yesterday spotters caught two negro 
women selling whisky. The ‘“frunners’’ 
were found and given the money and they 
returned with the whisky. Detectives 
were close at hand and followed the ‘“run- 
ners’’ and saw them enter the homes of 
the negro woffren and come out with_ the 
liquor. 

Despite the work of the police and the 
detectives, blind tigers continne to exist 
as there is much profit in such sales. A 
leallon of corn whisky which costs $3 can 
‘be retailed by the pint and made to real- 
ize 
Sunday do not haggle over either the 
quality or the price. i 
The blind tigers captured yesterday will 
be arraigned in the police court this af-

Thus in great 
trast to the rich man we have vividly 
portreved the yery poor man Lazarus and 
his sad surroundings. His home, if. in- 
deed he had a place to lay his head, was 
a dark. dismal, gloomy place, filled with 
rags and tatters, with nothing to eat, no 
friends. no comfort to administer to 
him, save some who would come and 
carry him and lay him act the rich man’s 
gate. With what longings and yearnings 
he looked up the walk to the palace 
home each day! With what earnings 
and longings looked he to the royal pass- 
ers-hy, going ww and out at the gate. 
Often the rich man himself, as he drove 
out or wandered out at the gate on a 
pleasure stroll, passed che poor man by 
without, so much as turning his head. 
‘He would go to a great expense to have 
a banquet or an entertainment for some 
one who was rich or held an emineiit 
position, but for this poor man heeded 
nothing. He ought to have taken up that 
poor man and moved him into some com- 
fortable home. and threw away his rags 
and tatters and given him a good suit 
of clothes cnd plenty to eat and servants 
to wait on him and a physician to at- 
tend him. I tarry just here 
to make“the application: to oprselves. 
Most of us as individuals, and especiaily 
as a nation, are situated just as this 
rich.man was, with plenty and poverty 
at the very threshold of our doors. There 
are so many objects of charity in this 
country. “The poor ye have with you 
alway.’ Just no longer than this week 
a Lazarus (of poverty) came to my home 
beeging for something to eat. He said 
that he was disabled to work and if the 
people did nvt give him something to 
eat he would have to stea! it. So I be- 
lieve if we, as a Christian nation and 
as Christian. people, were more charita- 
ble we would lessen the catalogue of 
crimes and sins. In this town and in this 
country are poor people who need our 
help. We should supply them with the 
comforts of life. I say we are situated 
today just as the rich man. We have 
plenty with poverty ac our gates. And 
tf we do not cultivate that Christlike 
grace of charity, it is because our hearts 
are cet as hard as flint. But may we 
rot make this epplication from a spiritual 
standpoint? How many of our neighbors 
and friends and acquaintances and towns- 
men are without Christ and His biessed 
gospel, those who are as poor so far as 
the graces of the same are concerned 
as Lazarus was poor #0 far as the com- 
forts of life were concerned. We need 
to administer morg to the wants of those 
poor spiritually by visiting them in their 
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homes and praying with and for them 
4nd telling them of tue glorious gospel 
of God's son.
